SARL HF DIGITAL CONTEST THIS AFTERNOON ANTENNA DEFENCE 
FUND INITIATIVE MAKING HEADWAY LONG DISTANCE RADIO SIG- 
NALS TIME TO REGISTER FOR THE RAE IS RUNNING OUT 


** This afternoon from 13hours to 16 hours 30 UTC you may participate in 
the HF Digital contest with PSK and RTTY activity from 3 580 to 3 600 kHz; 
7 040 to 7 060 kHz and 14 070 to 14 099 kHz. You may participate as a 
Single Operator Single Band, a Single Operator All Band; a Multi Operator 
Single Band or a Multi Operator All Band station. The exchange is a RST 
report and a consecutive serial number starting at 001. Digital contacts count 
2 points. Count two points for each call area on each band and count 2 points 
for each station contacted on all three bands. Log sheets must be submitted in 
ADIF, Cabrillo or MS Excel format by midnight 23 August 2015 by e-mail to 
zs4bfn@gmail.com. Please do not submit your log as a jpg, png or PDF file! 
Consult the 2015 Blue Book for the rules. 


** The recently constituted SARL Antenna Defense Fund Initiative sub- 
committee met this week with the deputy chairman of the South African Local 
Government Association, Councilor MphoNawa, at the Council Chambers of 
the West Rand District Municipality. CouncilorNawa is also the Executive 
Mayor of the West Rand District Municipality. 


The committee made a presentation on various important aspects of Amateur 
Radio and in particular on how Radio Amateurs support disaster and commu- 
nity communication. The SARL delegation also highlighted the problems Radio 
Amateurs experience in erecting antenna structures in residential zoned areas. 
CouncilorNawa said he understood the restrictions created for Radio Amateurs 
by the zoning regulations and said that he would raise the issue with the Minis- 
ter of Cooperative Governance, PravinGordhan at their next meeting that was 
to take place on 13 August 2015. He also said that he would propose to the 
Minister that the issue be placed on the agenda of their next meeting and that 
the SARL be invited to make a presentation in this regard. SARL President, 


Fritz Sutherland, ZS6SF expressed his appreciation to CouncilorNawa and said 
that this was an important step forward for the SARL and Amateur Radio.

** NASA’s spacecraft Voyager 1 has entered interstellar space and is now 19,65 
billion kilometers from planet Earth. The deep space network run by NASA is 
located at three sites around the world, they are: at Goldstone, near Barstow, 
California, USA, near Madrid, Spain, and near Canberra, Australia. The Uplink 
is on 2,114 GHz and the downlinks are on 2,296 GHz and 8,415 GHz. It takes 
18 hours for a signal from Earth to reach Voyager 1 and another 18 hours to 
receive a reply. In other words it will take 36 hours to complete an over.
